Brief Summary Text (3) : 

Generally, light mineral oil is being used for topical treatment of hair and skin. 
However, light mineral oil is not absorbed readily by either the skin, hair 
follicles or hair shafts. Rather, light mineral oil tends to remain on the surface 
and simply creates a greasy film. Since light mineral oil does not penetrate 
surface areas of hair and skin, light mineral oil does not treat these areas by 
entering the interstices between the deceased cells which form hair and the outer 
layer of the epidermis. Accordingly, light mineral oil does not adequately provide 
subsurface lubrication so as to replace natural oils in the skin, scalp and hair 
and to thereby promote control of dryness in the skin and scalp, control of split 
ends in hair shafts and promote the general health of one's scalp which leads to 
the healthy growth of hair. 

Brief Summary Text (12): 

The instant invention utilizes heavy mineral oil as the primary ingredient of a 
preparation for the treatment of hair, scalp and skin of humans. In the past, light 
mineral oil is used as a scalp and hair treatment preparation. By heavy mineral 
oil, the inventor is referring to the heavy petroleum based oil which is extracted 
subsequent to the extraction of light mineral oil in the petroleum cracking process 
and prior to the extraction of petroleum jelly. Heavy mineral oil is widely used as 
a laxative and is available from many sources such as, for example, E.R. Squibb & 
Sons, Inc. of Princeton, N.J. and Grey Drug Fair, Inc. of Cleveland, Ohio. Light 
mineral oil has long been used for hair preparation, but has the disadvantages set 
forth in the foregoing discussion of the prior art.

TITLE: Herbal hair treatment compositions 



Brief Summary Text ( 6 ) : 

The invention relates to hair treatment compositions comprising a vegetable oil 
extract of one or more of the following herbs: Indian hemp leaves (Pilocorpus 
selloanus), sage stems and leaves (Salvia officinalis) and rosemary needles 
(Rosmarinus officinalis) . The extract is prepared by heating the finely divided 
herbs, either separately or in combination, in a vegatable oil at a temperature of 
about 100. degree, to 190. degree. F. for about 3 to 5 hours. The extract may then be 
incorporated into conventional formulations used in manufacturing hair pomades, 
shampoos and conditioners. Regular, frequent use, preferably daily, over a period 
of 2 to 6 weeks results in a substantial elimination of dandruff. 

Detailed Description Text (8) : 

In order to prepare a pomade from the above extract, the 96 fluid oz. of extract, 
as prepared above, are blended into 24 lbs. of pure white petroleum jelly 
( petrolatum ) . Then 2 cups of - pure olive oil and 1 oz. of an oil-soluble fragrance 
such as Indian musk, are added in any order and thoroughly mixed to form a 
homogeneous finished product. The amount of olive oil may vary slightly depending 
upon the consistency desired. 

Detailed Description Text (10) : 

The pomade is used in the following way for normal and dry hair: part the hair and 
place a little of the pomade on the finger and apply to the scalp until the entire 
scalp has been greased. Then massage in gently and style the hair. The pomade 
should be used daily for best results but should be used at least once a week. For 
people with oily hair, the pomade may be applied as above, allowed to remain on the 
scalp and hair overnight and shampooed out in the morning. 
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
